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BY ALL MEANS, GET DR. REED 


Every individual who lives in Fulton county, 
both inside and outside of the city of Atlanta, 
carries the unnecessary burden of two local 
governments. 

To make conditions worse, those two gov- 
ernments are in an almost constant state of 
dispute with each other. One row is hardly 
settled before another begins. It is an intol- 
erable situation and one that must be remedied 
eventually. The sooner, the better it will be 
for every citizen of the community. 

It has been proposed that a survey of the 
city and county governments, with a view to 
merger of overlapping functions, be undertaken 
by Dr. Thomas H. Reed, head of the consultant 
service of the National Municipal League. 

Dr. Reed is recognized as the outstanding 
authority on municipal service in America to- 
day. He is a specialist on municipal ills, a 
practicing physician for cities and counties who 
has given treatment to many ailing govern- 
ments and who has never yet lost a patient. 

The Chamber of Commerce has offered to 
bring Dr. Reed to make a survey of the govern- 
mental functions and activities of the city of 
Atlanta and Fulton county. Employment of 
Dr. Reed by a nonpartisan body, completely 
divorced from either of the affected govern- 
ments, forestalls criticism on the basis of bias. 


That there is serious overlapping of func- 
tions and that a merger of the city and county 
governments, or at least of some of their func- 
tions, would prove of far-reaching benefit is 
undeniable. 

Today the city and county governments are 
engaged in an inglorious dispute as to which 
shall contribute most to the necessary support 
of our unfortunate citizens on the relief rolls. 

There is another bitter argument under way 
as to the distribution of expense of mainte- 
nance of the new sewer system now being con- 
structed with the aid of the federal govern- 
ment. 

It is only one week ago since the action of 
Chief Mathieson, of the county police force, in 
ordering an end to wild chases of suspected 
law violators through the city streets, removed 
what was fast developing into another serious 
cause for disagreement. 

Possibllity of a new wrangle over the coun- 
ty’s contribution for the support of Grady hos- 


pital has been evident since passage of the 


ordinance placing control of that institution in 
the hands of council and completely emascu- 
lating the authority of the board of trustees. 


These are only examples of the constant 
series of quarrels and disputes and disagree- 
ments that make local government unnecés- 
sarily onerous to the people of the city and the 
county. 

Overlapping of function is self-evident. De- 
tails of that overlapping can best be secured 
by such a survey as that proposed under the 
direction of Dr. Reed. 

When the survey is completed and its results 
made known, the people should demand an end 
to a condition which has long since passed the 
objectionable stage and become intolerable. 


Jacksonville, Cincinnati, Los Angeles and 
scores of other cities have demonstrated the 
advantages of businesslike management of 
their affairs. Atlanta will be deliberately blind 
if she does not force similar administration of 
public affairs here. 


FIRE WE HAVE LEARNED TO DREAD 


Discussion by Norman H. Davis, unofficial 
“ambassador” of President Roosevelt, of the 
proposal that another economic conference be 
held in the hope of allaying the growing men- 
ace of war in Europe, should be watched with 
care by the American government. 

- The purpose back of the visit of Mr. Davis 
to the European capitals cannot be criticized. 
Any movément which may, in any degree, con- 
tribute toward the avoidance, or outlawing, of 
war calls for wholehearted support and encour- 
agement. 


But America will not forget the ever-present 
danger she faces when she enters conferences 
with the European powers, no matter how 
praiseworthy and altruistic the purpose of 
those conferences may be. 

Economic conferences of the past, trade 
treaties and agreements to outlaw war have, too 
often, proven abortive and entirely barren in 
the result desired. 

Too often it has developed that the pri- 
mary motive of the representatives of other 
nations present at those conferences has been 
to inveigle the United States into political and 
financial alignment with one or the other group 
of the divided European nations. 

America, it is said, has never yet “won a 
conference.” | 

Too much care cannot be exercised to safe- 
guard our independence from all foreign en- 


tanglements before we agree to sit in on any 
parley of world powers, regardless of the osten- 
sible purpose of such a meeting. 


A FINE SUGGESTION 

A wide ribbon of concrete, a superhighway, 
winding its way in long sweeping curves from 
Atlanta to Warm Springs and the “Little White 
House,” Georgia home of President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt. 

Gently sloping shoulders of green, with trees 
containing all the natural beauty of Georgia’s 
arboreal loveliness, bordering that highway. 

Glimpsed between the leaves and blossoms 
of the trees, well-kept, neat and attractive 
homes. Distant vistas of gently rising hills 
and nearer views of attractive churches, 
schools and other edifices. 

Such is the vision that has inspired the 
movement to make the Atlanta-Warm Springs 
highway a perpetual, growing memorial to 
President Roosevelt, the “good neighbor” of his 
fellow citizens of this state, his “other home.” 

It is a vision that can come true. Plans are 
already under way and there is every indica- 
tion they will be pushed to completion. 

The Fulton county commission this week 
unanimously passed resolutions indorsing the 
project and asking the State Highway Board 
to widen and resurface the present bad stretch 
of road between Red Oak and the Coweta 
county line, and to widen and slope the shoul- 
ders of the entire route. 

Civic organizations all along the highway 
are interested and are working for the com- 
pletion of the plan. Women’s clubs, civic clubs 
and other organizations can be depended upon 
to assure the planting of trees all along its 
length. It is expected that other states and 
even foreign nations will wish to donate trees 
to be planted along this ever-growing memo- 
rial to a great President. 

All property owners have been, or will be, 
requested and, if need be, aided to beautify 
their areas and their homes bordering the 
highway. The work will not be complete until 
every foot of road, every vista along its length, 
is a view of beauty and a worthy unit in the 
whole. 

The value of the project to Georgia cannot 
be overestimated. Given such a highway to 
invite, there is scarcely a visitor to the state 
who will not wish to see the “Little White 
House.” The story of the memorial highway 
and its loveliness will redound to the credit of 
Georgia wherever automobiles travel. 

Such an example, too, would inevitably in- 
spire the cities, the residents and the organi- 
zations who live along other highways of the 
state to do likewise. It might easily become 
the seed from which shall grow a system of 
beautified arteries of travel that will send the 
fame of Georgia throughout the world. 

Georgia has all the natural beauty boun- 
teous nature could bestow... All that is needed 
is to display that beauty to best advantage 
along the show windows of the state, its high- 
ways. 


THE NEED FOR MORE RURAL HOSPITALS

But if 
several contiguous counties join together to 
have a common hospital—the cost to be pro- 
rated according to population and financial re- 
sources—several much-needed hospitals might 
be established. It is well to have at least one 
good hospital to serve territory within a radius 
of 40 or 50 miles.

It must, in- 
deed, be a good community for one of its for- 
mer residents to be willing to give so large a 
sum for this purpose.

_attitude of France in the Italo- 
Ethiopian conflict, when Paris did 
everything in its power to pre- 
_vent Great Britain from forcing

member how it was the lack of 
co-operation on the part of France 
in enforcing progressively severe 
sanctions on Italy which led Eng- 
land in the final analysis to let 
Mussolini have his way. 

I have just come into possession

Protective Layer 


The layer of cloth between you 
and the sheets is a protective lay- 
er. Of course, it is as light as it 
can be. But it takes up the per- 
spiration, it protects. you from 
sweating out the possibly irritat- 
ing sizing and starch the laundry 
puts in a sheet, and it shields you 
from the outside heat as well. 

Lightweight broadcloth, known 
as zephyr, is the chief material of 


summer pajamas. The cloth has 
been lightened as far as is com- 
patible with suitable tensile 
strength. It almost literally 
featherweight. 

Many of these summer cloths 
are made up in “air-conditioned” 
fabrics. This “air-conditioning” 
process is one that blows away 
from the pores of the cloth the 
shreds of lint and other superflu- 
ous material that clog them. This 
permits easier entry and egress 
of air, which is, of course, condu- 
cive to greater comfort on hot 
nights.

Although summer pajamas have 
been until this season mostly solid- 
color, frequently with piping on 
the edges and pockets, into the 
style spotlight this season move 
many pajamas with printed all- 
over novelty motifs. One, for in- 
stance, bears a blown-up replica 
of a piece of coral; another car- 
ries a multitude of tiny pipes (the 
smoking, not the plumbing kind); 
still a third has sunburst effects 
in varying sizes, while a fourth re- 
produces myriads of paramecia 
(the microscopic wormlike beasties 
that biologists find in pond water). 

Two other types of fabrics and 
their patterns are synthetic-yarn 
cloths, bearing satin stripes, and 
solid-color or candy-striped seer- 
sucker.

GIRL SLAYER GETS 
16-YEAR SENTENCE 


‘Weak-Willed’ Dentist To Be- 
gin Compromise Term for 


Chloroform Death. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va, 
April 8.—(#)—Dr. R. G. Miller, a 
man called too “weak-willed to 
resist the advances of women,” 
awaited transfer to the state peni- 
tentiary tonight to begin serving 
a 16-year sentence for the chloro- 
form slaying of an 18-year-old ex- 
pectant mother. 

The 53-year-old Charlottesville 
dentist was sentenced today by 
Circuit Judge Lemuel F. Smith 
at the conclusion of a compromise 
trial in which Miller pleaded guilty 
to the second-degree murder of 
Cleo Sprouse, whose body was 
found on the University of Vir- 
ginia campus on March 2; a tow- 
el covering a can of chloroform 
on her face. 

Both prosecution and defense 
attorneys said the high school girl 
died after Miller had administered 
chloroform preparatory to an at- 
tempted abortion. Miller denied 
prior to the trial that he was re- 
sponsible for the girl’s condition.

Peterson Asks Memorial Parkway 
To Link Historical Georgia Spots 


Bill Seeks Fund for Survey With View To Construction 
of Trail From Savannah to Augusta, Through Area 
Rich in Lore of State’s Early Years. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, April 8.—A bill 
proposing a survey for the consid- 
eration of a magnificent scenic 
parkway in Georgia, to be known 
as “the Oglethorpe National Trail 
and Parkway,” today was intro- 
duced in the house by Represent- 
ative Hugh Peterson, of Ailey. The 


Savannah, in Chatham county, 
along the banks of the Savannah 
river through Effingham, Screven 
and Burke counties, to Augusta. 

The measure, which was refer- 
red to the house committee on 
public lands, authorizes the sum 
of $50,000, to be used by the Na- 
tional Park Service of the Interior 
Department for a survey of the old 
Indian and Oglethorpe trail 
throughout its entire length. 

Representative Paul Brown, of 
Elberton, through part of whose 
congressional district the parkway 
would run, has strongly indorsed 
the Peterson measure. 

Ebenezer on Route. 

“Chief among the famous sites 
in American history,” Mr. Peter- 
son said, “that would be linked by 
the scenic parkway, thus opening 
to tourists from all over the world 
a section of the nation unsurpassed 
in beauty and historic lore, is Old 
Ebenezer, in Effingham county, 
where still stands in wonderful 
state of preservation the renowned 
Jerusalem Evangelical Lutheran 
church.” 

Congressman Peterson previous- 
ly had introduced a bill authoriz- 
ing the appropriation of $25,000 
for the erection oof a suitable 
monument or other form of memo- 
rial at or near the Ebenezer 
church, to mark the spot where 
the Salzburgers settled their col- 
ony in 1734, just a year after the 
founding of the colony of Georgia 
by General Oglethorpe.

Contract Bridge 


By ELY CULBERTSON. 
World's a Player and Greatest 
rd Anabet. 


Herewith is presented another 
portion of Mr. Culbertson’s lat- 
est work on contract, the “Gold 
Book of Bidding and Play,” 
which is being reproduced in 
this column in daily install- 
ments. 


THE DEFENDERS’ BIDDING. 

A player who enters the bidding 
after one of his opponents has 
made an opening bid is called a 
defender. The defender enters 
the bidding for one of two rea- 
sons: 

1. For defensive purposes: To 
conduct by judicious overbidding a 
kind of guerilla tactics with the 
object of intimidating the enemy; 
og to point out to partner a pos- 
sible opening lead against oppo- 
nents’ suit or no-trump contract; 
or, to suggest a suit in which a 
possible paying sacrifice may be 
taken. 

2. For aggressive purposes: To 
coax or trap the enemy into a pen- 
alty or to secure the contract for 
his side. It may be stated as a 
general principle that, when a 
player has a fairly strong hand he 
should, whenever safely possible, 
enter the bidding for one of these 
two purposes. To pass for a trap, 
except with certain types of hands 
and in a few rare strategic cir- 
cumstances, is a losing game. 


TODAY’S HAND. 
Today’s hand brings out a little 
appreciated, but often valuable, 
point of discarding. 
North, dealer.

North East 
1 club Pass 
Snotrump Fass 


West opened his fourth highest 
spade, East won with the king and 
returned the ten spot. On the ten 
of spades declarer carelessly dis- 
carded a diamond from dummy, 
the “natural” discard. Now East 
shifted to a diamond and declarer 
(delighted that East obviously was 
out of spades) won with the ace. 
A club was passed to East and the 
second diamond return was won 
with the king. But after dummy’s 
clubs had been cashed, the short- 
sightedness of the diamond dis- 
card from dummy became appar- 
ent. 

With four cards left to play, if 
dummy’s holding had been the K- 
10-4 of hearts and the seven of 
diamonds instead of the four 
hearts, as actually played, the play 
of the diamond would have meant 
victory. East, thrown on lead with 
that diamond, would be forced to 
lead a heart, and declarer, with 
the A-9-small in one hand and 
K-10-small in the other, could pick 
up the defenders’ split honors. As 
it was, only the ace and king of 
hearts could be won.

M'REYNOLDS RAISES 
STATE BRIBE ISSUE 


Justice Asks Question in 
Hearing on Alabama So- 
cial Security Case. 


WASHINGTON, April 38.—(/)— 
Supreme Court Justice McReyn- 
olds raised the question today 
whether the federal government 
can “bribe” states to take part in 
the federal social security pro- 
gram. 

During arguments on the act, an 
attorney said that 90 per cent of 
a pay roll tax levied by the fed- 
eral government is turned over to 
states if they have approved un- 
employment compensation laws. 

McReynolds interjected: 

“Can you bribe a state to pass 
such legislation—that is the ques- 
tion, isn’t it?” 

“That is the question,” replied 
William Logan Martin, of Bir- 
mingham, attorney for the Charles 
C. Steward Machine Company, of 
Alabama, challenger of the act. 

Earlier Justice Brandies said 
that the more money the federal 
government refunds to the ‘states 
the less it will need to care for 
the unemployed. 

“If the states take care of the 
unemployed, the federal govern- 
ment won’t have to,” he com- 
mented. 

“IT cannot agree that it would 
have to do so,” Martin replied. 

“But it has been doing it,” the 
justice remarked. 

Martin argued that the federal 
act “coerced” the states, deprived 
them of their constitutional rights 
and took property without due 
process of law. 

Charles E. Wyzanski Jr., spe- 
cial assistant to the attorney gen- 


eral, began a speech in behalf of. 
the legislation by contending that, 
it came within the power of con-| 
gress and did not deprive em-| 
ployers of property without due 
process.

of judges. 

He was urged to take a seat upon 
the bench of this world court 
which he helped to create, but he 
declined on account of his 75 
years. “I am too old to trans- 
plant,” he wrote to Chief Justice 
Taft. 

Differed With Party. 

Ardent and loyal Republican as 
he was, he never shared the view 
of the bitter-enders in their fight 
against Woodrow Wilson and the 
League of Nations, but worked pa- 
tiently, seeking a solution which 
would lead to the ultimate rati- 
fication of the treaty with reser- 
vations. There was another “good 
fight, bravely lost,” as was his con- 
tinuous campaign for the partic- 
ipation of the United States in the 
World Court. With Republicanism 
flowing into the channels of iso- 
lation, Root stood out for what he 
knew to be sound policy. So in his 
senate days he fought against the 
majority of his party for President 
Wilson’s repeal of the Panama 
canal tolls. 

On his 79th birthday he respond- 
ed again to the call of duty and 
took ship for Geneva, where he
